Are you happy with Sacramento State College’s registration 
procedures? Are you satisfied with the way the Student Senate 
spends the money, totaling more than $300,000 a year, we pay in 
the form of student body fees? Do you feel that the course 
prefererice cards we filled out last spring helped us get the classes we 
wanted this semester? The answers to these questions and others 
may vary, but there is one factor which seems to remain constant 
among students. We really haven't really tried to change the things 
we are disnatisfied with. 

Students seem to view the 2ducational process as though it were 
the weather. Instead of trying to change it, we tend to simply wait 
to see what will come down on us. And that’s not really surprising. 
Students have been trained for more than twelve years to accept 
almost anything and everything that is handed down from 
administrators and instructors. The closest we get to asking “process 
questions” is “What do I have to do in order to get a good grade?” 
Frankly the answer to that question, no matter how liberal, is always 
the same. It takes some form of “Do whatever I want you to.” 

Right now things are somewhat changed on the campus. Members 
of the faculty and administration, in general, are asking for more 
student input. It is the students who are unable to respond. Though’ 
there are student representatives on many campus committees and 
an opportunity to affect the Student Senate, most students are 
content to travel blindly in search of a college degree; one which 
they are no longer confident will be of value. It is, however, difficult 
for even interested students to know exactly how to influence the 
system at SSC. Perhaps this column will be os some value to those 
students who want to take a more active part. The result of building 
campus awareness will be an increased sense of community 
awareness. The hold big business has on our state and national 
government is well known. The development of “process awareness” 
will develop, not only better students, but also better citizens. 

Speaking of students and citizens, it might be worth your while to 
hear what Professor Harry Aron of the Psychology Department has 
to say. Professor Aron said recently that he thinks “it is wrong to 
confuse the words ‘student’ and ‘citizen.’ They are not 
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interchangable.” While leading an attack on the General Education 
Program, he had some other interesting things to say about students. 
Several weeks ago, in a paper he had distributed among campus 
faculty, he said, “In the matter of curriculum, I am arguing, the

Last week he carried the idea to its logical conclusion with two 
more statements. “I wou:d advocate that students on any committee 
dealing with the curriculum be removed from that committee,” he 
stated last week. But perhaps the most serious statement he made 
concerning students was “I would have a totally locked program. 
Students would not be given any choice in what subjects they would 
be allowed to take in college.” 

Professor Arcn makes it very easy to understand. If he had his 
way the school would be more like a prison camp than the 
half-hearted educational institution it is now. What can you do 
about him? Well you might try presenting your feelings about his 
ideas to members of the faculty you come in contact with. Chances 
are that most faculty members will not back his kind of ideas 
anyway, but your interest as a student might create an interest on 
thé part of faculty members so that they will take a more active role 
in opposing those who share these kinds of ideas. 

Because Professor Aron has the right to such thoughts, student 
opposition should be built around issues and not the person. The 
way to build awarcness of these issues is to keep your senses open to 
the things around you and turn your friends on to. what is 
happening. 

Perhaps you feel that you have little or no influence now. In 
future weeks this column will attempt to previde information that 
will help you influence “the system”. The first goal is to keep up 
with current campus issues. The second is to use information about 
the campus structure and process to see where student input will be 
most influential.

This article was due last Tuesday, but due to circumstances 
completely under my control, I did not submit it. Partly because the 
subject (concerning the nature of music) stimulated my mind in too 
many different ways and my pen an equal number, and partly, 
well... 

A curious subject, the nature of music (Art). Lord Byron related 
how the wind in the trees and the leaves falling from same was 
music. If you’ve ever walked along the river or in a wooded area—a 
place where all you can hear are the intimate sounds of chirping 
birds, the squeaks of animals and the rustling of the leaves (I never 
could correlate wine and radios in such an area), you no doubt 
appreciate his philosophy. Although the sounds appear simple, the 
gamut is extremely compiex . But is this music? Perhaps. Is the bell 
on a cable car music, or is it a functional sound (the chirps of the 
birds)? Is the rumble of the cable below music or is it just a product 
of one thing banging another - a leaf rustiing with its kind; sound. 

The subject deepens. Consider the bird who “sings its song.” As 
implied, the “‘song’’ may be only speech, no different from us, but 
we also sing we do make music. Leading to a possible conclusion: 
music is artificially conceived, differing from sound in the respect 
that music may be purposefully initative, though not necessarily, 
and it is separated by a fine line from just sound. 

Of course, any conclusion is subject to a rebuttal. A man who has 
a lot to do with just that has an interesting philosophy. John Cage, 
considered the Number One exponent of the avant-garde Movement 
once said, “everything we do is music.” Cage has truly been a 
pioneer in the avant-garde and to prove his quote, has put on many 
an unusual concert. One that immediately comes to mind (and 
which will probably never leave) consisted of a highly refined 
amplification system, two microphones, two people (one man, one 
woman) and two plates of spaghetti. The mike’s were attached to 
the throats of the people and while they ate, the sounds made by 
chewing and swallowing the spaghetti were broadcasted to the 
starving ears of the audience. If the axiom is “everything we do is 
music”, | can’t argue. | almost feel foolish trying, but that is beyond 
my personality 

Every music circle has its cliques: its respective high-brow 
instigators and patrons. Though dress and vocabulary differ, the 
people are still the same. To these people | direct the following: 
acclaimed by many a genius, by me, John Cage is a fool, though a 
crafty one. Perhaps, though, he is a genius—and those that follow 
defend him, the fools. If everything we do is music then everything 
we do is Art. By this hypothesis the boy who once white-washed the 
fence is the artist. What then is Picasso? Cage might say both are 
equally the artist. Someone else might say that the boy may have 
been Picasso, and when he finished the fence he went inside to 
create Art. And the art might indeed relate his experience of 
white-washing a fence. This applies to Art, and therefore to music. 

This is indeed an odd century. It might not seem so had we lived 
in another, so we are left with speculation. But this has been a 
century of challenge, of breaking with tradition upon breaking with 
tradition. This is not so new in itself but in Previous eras the newly 
established idiom had a chance to grow and to become established. 
Today we don’t even give the so-called Establishment a chance to 
establish itself. Often the philosophy of a movement gradually 
dissipates to non-existence while its title flourished over ideals 
completely opposing the Original intent. Flashed the Peace sign 
lately? or is it now the social thing to show a clinched fist or grab 
someone's thumb. 

This concept is not foreign to music; it accompanies and in a past 
sense has been the downfall of many movements. Although music 
can be classified by eras Baroque, Classical, Romantic, 


Impressionist, Expressionist, etc. the eras are not necessarily created 
» ” 

by “movements”. They ofter have overlap, or are even resurrected 

(neo-classicism etc.)
